Still 
standing, he heard them sing ‘‘ God Save the 
King,’ listened to the stirring notes of 
** Columbia ’’ and the humming of Dixie.” 
When the songs had been hushed and an- 
other toast in his honor had been drunk he 
was introduced—a formality entirely unnec- 
essary then—and again he bowed Ifis thanks 
for the hearty greeting. After he had thanked

The business always has 
been good, and were it not that the new field 
opened by the purchase of my new property 
were better I might have remained there.

Mrs. L. L. Somers, the wife of a mining | 
engineer of Denver, was robbed and beaten

White’s home. Before she reached the house 
a colored man, who had been hiding in the 
shadow ofa tree, sprang af her and, clutching 
her throat, Knepntaper to kill ‘her if she 
screamed. 
Threatened with Death. 


Frightened into hysterics, Mrs. Somers 
was dragged into the weeds by the sidewalk. 

‘“‘Gimme your pocketbook or I'll kill you,” 
the man threatened. 

Mrs. Somers struggled with her assailant, 
and despite his threats tried to call for help. 
The robber placed his knee against her chest 
and wrenched the pocketbook, containing 
$60, from her hands. Then he fled, leaving 
her gasping for breath. 

After lying there for some time Mrs. Som- 
ers managed to drag herself to Mrs, Whitée’s 
residence, a few feet away. When she 
reached the top of the stairs she collapsed, 
and it was there she was found by- Mrs.

COLBY INQUEST. 


Stimula:ts Are Administered to 
Patients Before Thorough Examina- 
tion Is Made of the Heart—All Sorts 
of Nurses Employed, Many of Them 
Being Untrained—More to Be Called 
from Kankakee, 


The continuation of the inquest into the 
cause of the death of Edward J. Colby, the 
Chicago inventor, in the Kankakee asylum a 
ehort time ago, resulted yesterday in the 
following admissions by asylum attachés: 
Narcotics and other stimulants are administered 
to patients before the heart has been examined 
thoroughly in order to determine that it is safe 
to administer such drugs. 
All sorts of nurses are employed in the hospital 
of the asylum. One man who is serving asa nurse 
at present was a woodworker three months ago. 
Nurses have access to the medica! chests. 
In view of the day’s development, Coroner 
Traeger continued the inquest until Friday, 
when more asylum employés will be called 
to testify. 
According to Coroner Traeger, scores of 
volunteers have made application to testify 
in the case. While the Coroner says that an 
investigation of all of the methods employed 
by the asylum is not in his province, he has 
announced his intention of getting at all the 
facts which have a bearing on the death of 
Colby. . 

Failure to Examine Heart. 

Dr. Martin Hektoen, the physician in 
charge of the ward in which Colby . was 
placed, made the admission that narcotics 
and stimulants were administered to the pa- 
without knowing the cond&tion of his 

art. 

“I remember the case of Colby distinctly,” 
said Dr. Hektoen. ‘‘ He was brought to my 
ward on the day he came to the hospftal, 
which was Sept. 28. He was always violent 
and had to be restrained. When he first came 
to the hospital I attempted to make an ex- 
amination of his heart, but I was unsuccess- 
ful in getting a good test. To quiet him I 
ordered that 1-160 of a grain of strychnine 
and 1-100 of a grain of hyacine be adminis- 
tered hypodermically every four hours, alter- 
nately. 

“I am well acquainted with the action of 
hyacine and the quantity in which it should 
be administered. I am unable to say what 
the drug ‘itself is, however, and do not be- 
liéve that it should be administered to a 
patient with a weak heart or poor circulatory 
system.,”’ 

Much of the testimony of Dr. Hektoen and 
Nurse McNally went into the Coroner's rec- 
ords under objection by Supérintendent Cor- 
bus of the asylum. 

One of the head nurses, Margaret McNally, 

deciared that nurses in the asylum are taken 
from every walk of life, some of them be- 
ing mechanics and laborers. She said these 
nurses have access to the medicine chest of 
the ‘‘ physical sick’’ ward, where all of the 
narcotics and stimulants are kept, and that 
some of them are in the habit of drinking 
spirituous liquors while on duty. 
Bert Sawyer, a nurse, said he had been 
employed in the asylum nearly three months 
and that previous to his appointment as 
nurse he had been a woodworker. 


‘ Tells of Attempted Escape. 

Head Nurse Brown, who was in charge of 
ward 3, where Colby was detained, testified 
that from the time that Colby had come to 
the hospital he had shown evidences of vio- 
lence and acute mania. With reference to 
the statement that the bruises on Colby’s 
body may have been the result of an attempt 
to escape through a transom, Brown told the 
Coroner that the transom could not have 
afforded a means of escape to any patient. 
He described it minutely, telling of a screen- 
ing, closely woven, which covered the aper- 
ture. 

Brown declared that he took Colby to his 
bath every night, but that in all the time he 
was there he had seen no “‘ ugly ’’- marks 
on his body. y 

Scope of the Inquiry. 

The questions asked each of the witnesses 
were based upon charges preferred by Mrs. 
-Frances Adam, niece of Colby, and dealt with 
the bruises on the body; the drugs admin- 
istered by the physicians and nurses, and the 
quantities of each, and as to why the family 
was not informed earHer of the alarming 
condition of Colby. 

“T am totally unable to account for the 
marks and abrasions of the skin,’’ declared 
Dr. Hektoen. “I did not think it advisable 
to let the family know how low the patient 
was, as I knew from letters written by Mrs. 
Adam that Mrs. Colby was in an excited 
state of mind. I did not let them know of the 
death until the next day, as I could not get

Fight on Divorce Canon. 
: The closing fight over the proposed mar- 
riage and divorce canon was the feature of 
the day's session, as it was of the entire con- 
vention. When the proposed canon came 
up for final action a vote was reached on 
the adoption of the first three sections of 
canon 36 on the solemnization of matrimony, 
and they were carried by a large majority. 
There was, however, little controversy over 
that section. The fight was over section 4, 
which would forbid the remarriage of per- 
sons divorced for any cause not existing be- 
fore their former marriage. This section 
was defeated by a small majority. The vote 
was as follows: Clerical—Yeas, 30; nays, 19;

York 
the house took up the amendment to article 
10 of the constitution, reported by the Com- 
mittee on Amendments to the Constitution. 
It was proposed by the Rev. Dr. McKim of 
Washjngton, and with the exception of 
slight verbal changes made by the com- 
mittee is identical with the amendment pro- 
posed by Dr. Huntington in the general con- 
vention of 1898, permitting the use of modified 
forms of worship. The amendment was 
adopted by the following vote: Clerical— 
Yea, 38; nay, 15; divided, 56. Lay—Yea, 37; 
nay, 10; divided, 3. ~ | 


Text of the Amendment. 
The chairman announced that the amend- 
ment had been adopted by a constitutional 
majority. It is as follows: 
“But any Bishop of the church, acting 
by and with the advice and. consent of the 
standing committee of his diocese og, mis- 
sionary district, may take in his spiritual 
oversight any congregation of Christian 
people not theretofore in communion with 
his church, which accepts the Apostles’

convention, to use In public worship in the 
said congregation such orm or directory as 
the said Bishop shall set forth and author-

of this church, shall make provision for 
the apostolic rite of confirmation, and shall

ROB BANKS AND USE GUNS, 


BANDITS FIGHT RESIDENTS AT 
DANVILLE AND TIRO, 0. 


‘One Citizen Out Late Is Taken in Charge 
and Bound by the Cracksmen— 
Caught Between the Firing’ Lines 
When the Fusillade Begins—Two of 
Criminals: Thought ta. _Be 
Wounded — Little Money Se- 
cured. 


Mount Vernon, O., Oct. 15.—[Special.J— 
Eight robbers wrecked the private bank of 
Albert E. Wolfe in Danville, an eastern Knox 
County village, at 3 o’clock this morning. 
The huge doors were blown from the safe, 
one of them being hurled through the brick 
wall on the south side of the building. Every 
glass in the building was shattered and the 
bottom of the safe was blown through the 
floor. “ob 

The cashier states the men did not secure 
more than $50. They failed to get into the 
vault where $50,000 was lying. The five ter- 
rific explosions aroused the villagers and a 
gcore offmen exchanged a dozen volleys with 
the robbers as they were retreating to their 
rigs, which had been stolen from farmers. 


. Professor Between Two Fires. 
' Professor C. W. Waugtel of the Danville 
Institute was captured by the robbers as he 
was returning home from a neighboring vil- 
lage. He was bound and compelled to sit on 
a stone step in front of the bank while the 
robbers were at work. 

Members of the gang took turns guarding 
him, and when the citizens begun to fire at 
the robbers and the fire was returned, the 
professor was compelled te roll into the gut- 
ter and crouch low in order to avoid the bul- 
lets. He was found in the gutter after the 
retreat of the safe crackers. 

There were a dozen volleys exchanged be- 
tween the citizens and robbers, the gang 
evidently fearing capture, as the citizens 
were every moment receiving reinforce- 
ments. 

Two at least of the robbers were wounded 
during the fight and flight, as the vehicles 
which they abandoned are spotted with 
blood. 

The tools with which the men drilled the 
bank safe doors’ were taken from Senft's 
blacksmith shop. While the two men were 
at work five stood guard at different alleys 
and streets. Several citizens saw the guards 
and realized that a robbery was in progress. 


Fire Bells Sound Alarm. 
The guards shot at the houses and so 
‘intimidated the occupants that they were 
afraid to give the alarm. When finally the 
people got out the fire bell was sounded and 
the entire population was aroused. 

When the robbers fied pursuit was at once 
taken up and a number of shots were ex- 
changed untif Adrian’s woods were reached, 
where the vehicles were abandoned by the 
robbers, who sought cover. The woods and 
all roads in the neighbornood have been 
placed under guard and it is expected that 
the men will all be captured. 

During the flight a buggy in which two of 
the crooks were riding broke down and they 
were forced to abandon it, riding away on 
the horses. In the buggy was found a large 
quantity of chickens, potatoes, and edibles of 
various kinds, which is taken to indicate that 
the gang intended to hide themselves in the 
' woods somewhere and camp out until the 
excitement incident to the robbery had died 
down. 


Battle with Gang of Robbers. 

Bucyrus, O., Oct. 15.—[Special. ]—Early this 
morning the Village of Tiro was awakened by 
a heavy report, and the citizens, fearing a 
bank robbery, at once armed themselves and 
rushed to the Brown & Dickinson Bank.

deck. He directed the signal, ‘Clear ship 
for action,’ followed by the signal to close 
in, all of which were made. From my posi- 
tion I had a good view of the entrance. As 
the ship swung toward the Teresa it swung 
slowly around. To me the Teresa appeared 
to not hold an exactly steady course, and the 
helm of our ship was eased one way or the 
other to keep our ram pointing toward the 
Teresa. The Teresa shortly turned squarely 
toward the westward, and as it did sol got 
a view of the next ship following in its wake. 
It was my observation that the Brooklyn 
was then held up to meet the second ship 
approaching. Of coursé we ported helm. 


All Trying to Escape. | 

“The second ship passed in the wake of the 
first one, and I said to the Commodore that 
it looked as if the second one was going to 
try and ram us. He, I think, assented. At 
any rate, the Brooklyn was held toward her, 
and she appeared to me to be uncertain in 
her course. The Brooklyn was handled by 
the Captain and quartermaster. It turned 
after it had passed to the southward of the 
Teresa’s wake and followed her, and then 
it was generally remarked on the tower 
‘tu the westward. - 

“Just about the time the Vizcaya turned 
Yeoman Ellis, who was a trained observer 
with the stadimeter, came to me on th®€ plat- 
form and said that his stadimeter showed 
900 yards to the Vizcaya. I immediately took 


mind, and my judgment confirmed the stadi- 
meter. I said to the Commodore: ‘I think 
we are about our tactical diameter from that 
ship now,’ and he said: ‘I think so too, or 
we are.’ 
Order to “ Hard Aport.” 

“Then the order was ‘hard aport.’ Iam 
not positive who gave that order. I think the 
Commodore said ‘hard aport,’ and Captain 
Cook said ‘it is hard aport.’ The hglm was

‘‘ When the order was given ‘ hard aport’ 
I looked at the next vessel in our fleet, the 
Texas, and in my judgment we were com- 
pletely clear of it, and as we turned we 
passed well clear of it.

SPANISH GRANDEE DIES SUDDEN- 
LY IN NEW YORK. 


Complains of Pains in Heart After 
. Guests Depart from His Rooms and 
Passes Away Before Physicians Ar- 
rive-Came as Sir Thomas Lipton's

| Rank Among Nobles of His Native 


New York, Oct. 15.—The Duke of Alba, one 
of the highest grandees of Spain, died from 
heart failure this afternoon at his apart- 
ments in the Holland House. | 

The Duke came to this city on Sept. 21 
to witness the international yacht races as 
the guest of Sir Thomas Lipton. On the 
day of the last race he contracted a severe 
céld, which developed into a case of influenza. 
Hjs condition improved greatly during the 
last few days dnd up to within a few moments 
of his death he was entertaining a party of 
friends. 

Shortly after the party had left the Duke 
complained to his val f severe pains in the 
region ofthis heart. He was assisted to his 
couch and medical aid hastily summoned, 
but before the physicians had arrived the 
Duke expired. | 

The Duke of Alba Was 58 years old. In 
social and titular rank he was the leader of 
Spanish society. He was fourteen times a 
Count, nine times a grandee of the first class, 
and twelve times a Marquis. His estate was 
the most extensive private property in Spain 
and his palace at Madrid for many years has 
been the center of social gayety. Much of.his 
time has been spent, however, in London. 

The Duke was well known in this country, 
where he has been a frequent visitor. He was 
a spectator of the America cup races in 1898 


and spent the season of 1894 at Newport. 


Sir Thomas Lipton was much affected 
when informed at the close of the banquet 
at the Chicago Athletic club last night of the 
sudden death of the Duke of Alba and Ber- 
wick in New York. | 

“I am grieved to hear this news,” said

The most fashionable audience of the sea- 
son sat in judgment tonight on the first pro- 
duction of a new play from the prolific pen 
of Clyde Fitch, *‘ The Way of the Wor 
and showered its plaudits upon star, play- 
wright, and company. 

After months of careful preparation, which 
was evident in the staging throughout, the 


initial presentation of the play took place: 


at the Columbia Theater tonight, Miss Elsie 


‘DeWolfe making her first appearance in a 


stellar capacity, surrounded by a personnel 
which was evidently selected with extreme 
care, and demonstrated its full capacity to 
deal with the problems of the evening. 

With due allowance for nervousness in the 
company and the irreparable shortcomings 
of a first production, the new play must be 
credited with having scored a hit and Miss 
DeWolfe with having auceesatully invaded 
the realm of the stars. 

“The Way of the World” is in five acts, 
New York City being the scene of its events. 
The setting of the first act is the iy se gg 
tion of the west drive of Central Park, 
panorama effect being gained by the peti re Bi 
of the background canvas. The dialogue of 
that scene is spoken by the occupants of an 
automobile as they apparently ride along 
at a rapid rate. 

The conjugal misunderstandings of the 
Croydens, a couple of’ high social place, sup- 
ply the play with its plot. The husband, a 
grave and honorable man, becomes, ‘hrough 
the purest motives, involved in New York 
State politics, lends his name to a reform 
faction, and is nearly engulfed in the mael- 
The peace of his 
home also is threatened, though his wife— 
whom Miss DeWolfe impersonates—is as 
much the victim of conspiracy as he. The 
other man does not achieve his intended tri- 
umph, however, and the husband and wife 
in the end are closer united than ever. 

In ‘' The Way of the World” Clyde Fitch 
probably has achieved his greatest dramatic 
triumph. It possesses the atmosphere of 
modern society, and the characters are well 
drawn. It attempts to solve ‘no problems 
and strikes into no conspicuously new paths, 
but deals with a phase of New York society 
life—with its ease, wealth, and luxury— 
in a pecullarly intense and engaging way. 

Miss DeWolfe showed slight nervousness 
incident to her departure, but her interpreta- 
tion of the leading role of Beatrice Croyden 
possessed the delicacy, .the quiet intensity, 
and strong inflection of an extremely artistic 
conception, and in several scenes she was 
called upon to exercise the best powers of 
her art. 

Her scene in act third, where she realizes 
what her childish desire for amusement has 
brought her to, was a revelation in natural 
acting, and one of her strongest scenes was 
the wholly womanly appeal which she makes 
for the retention of her husband’s love after 
he repudiates the paternity of his child, 
marking, as it did, a gratifying divergence 
from the more or less melodramatic style of 
such ‘scenes in most plays. 


Faculty. ‘Concert. 


Members of the tiie | of the Chicago 
Musical College gave their annual opening 
concert last evening at the Auditorium be- 
fore an audience of friends and patrons that 
filled aM the seats and most of the available 
standing room in the great hall. 

The program opened with a fairly credita- 
ble. performance of the Beethoven ‘“ Eg- 
mont "’ overture by an orchestra of some fifty 
players under the leadership of Rudolph 
Ganz. This orchestra also furnished the ac- 
companiments for the seven other numbers 
contained in the evening’s entertainment, 
and merits a word of commendation for do- 
ing its work in a manner that was in the 
main reasonably smooth and satisfactory. 
The vocal selections offered consisted of the 
bass aria from Gounod’s “* Queen of Sheba ” 
and ‘a soprano aria from Mozart’s “Il re 
pastore.”’ Solpmon’s tribute to the fickle 
Balkis was sung by John R. Ortengren, who 
used the original French text instead of the 


familiar English paraphrase. His interpre- 


tation was purely lyric, even the small 
amount. of dramatic power Gounod infused 
into the aria being in nowise revealed. Mrs. 
Mary Forrest Ganz sang the Mozart aria. 
It is a selection in sustained style that pre- 
supposes in the singer a voice of unimpaired 
freshness and much tonal sweetness, and 
these qualities Mrs. Ganz could bring only 
in moderate measure to its performance. 
Her lower and middle registers are not de- 
void of a certain charm and beauty, but the 
upper voice is worn and shows volume only 
when forced, 

The instrumental numbers on the program 
proved more satisfactory than the vocal. 
Dr. Louis Falk played organ selections by 
Borowski and Brune, the ‘‘Meditation’’ by the 
former and an *‘ Ala Marcia” by the latter 
being interesting and pleasing. Hans von 
Schiller’s work in the Schubert-Liszt ‘‘ Wan- 


‘derer’’ Fantasie proved the most finished 


work of the evening. It was technically 
clean and clear, and interpretatively au- 
thoritative, well balanced, and in an enjoy- 
able degree poetic.

The situation is further complicated by 
the generally acknowledged fact that it 
would be difficult if not impossible to get a 


municipal ownership act through the 


lature at the next or any subsequent session. 

In the meantime, the Committee of Local 
Transportation of the Council will take up 
today the consideration of the kind of am ex- 
tension franchise to be passed, by beginning 
the discussion of the report of its secretary, 
submitted last week. 


Stand Taken by Mayor. 

The matter came up yesterday as a result 
of the squall in the Council meeting the night 
before over the proposition of Alderman 

that no favors be granted the 
Union Traction company until it agree te 
waive all the rights it claims under the 
“ninety-nine year act.”” Speaking of the 
matter the Mayor said: 

“You cannot settle the traction question 
until the powers of the city have been en- 
larged by an act of the Legislature. That 
is the first premise. There would be no diffi- 
culty in securing the legislation Chicago re- 
quires if the corporations would keep their 
hands off the Legislature. 

“I do not believe the traction question 
should be settled until it can be settled 


right, and I do not believe the grants should | ‘ 


be made as long as the companies or their 
agents are preventing the Legislature from 
giving Chicago what it wants, and that is 
the right to exercise municipal ownership. 
“I am convinced that practically all the 
people of Chicago believe in municipal owner- 
ship and are in favor of the Legislature 
granting the city the right to exercise it. 


Long Wait, if Necessary. 

“If it takes eighteen months for this to 
be done then let’s wait eighteen months. 
I would wait eighteen years if we can’t 
settle the question as it should be settled 
before that time. 


“That the Legislature did not grant some 
form of municipal ownership to Chicago 


at its last-sesston I am convinced was due 
to the influence of the corporations opposing 
it. Municipal ownership of quasi public 
utilities would do more than anything else 
to set right municipal évils. It would abol- 
as there is no in- 
centive for private effort to debauch Legis- 
latures.’’ 

The Mayor then went on to tell of a talk he 
had the day before with Lord Provost Chis- 
holm of Glasgow and the favorable report 
the latter had made as to municipal owner- 
ship in that city. 

The Mayor’s program, if carried out, 
would effectually postpone all settlement of 
the traction questions until after his present 
term has expired, and they would again be 
an issue in the campaign at which his suc- 
cessor is to be elected. The next Legislature 
does not meet ustil January, 1908, and there 
is no possible chance of passing a municipal 
ownership bill until well after the Mayoral 
election, which will be held the first Tues- 
day in the following April. 

Men best acquainted with affairs at Spring- 
field say there is no chance of passing such 
a bill at any time. In the meantime the 
existing street car franchises will expire in 
June, 1908. 


Talk About “ Four-Flushing.” 


The Mayor also characterized the amend- 
ment to the Kedzie avenue ordinance, pre- 
sented the night before by Alderman Fo#ve- 
man, in which the Union Traction company 
was required to waive all flag, wo under the

TREASURY DEPARTMENT MAKES 
AN IMPORTANT RULING. 


Decides That Ninety-nine-Year Real 
Estate Conveyances Are Equivalent 
te Transfers and Therefore Liable to 
Revenue Stamp Tax—Jackson Build- 
ing Company Files Articies of Incer- 
poration and Acquires Property at 
Jackson and Michigan Avenue. 


According to a recent decision of the 
Treasury department at Washington, nine- 
ty-nine-year leases are equivalent to trans- 
fers of the property concerned and must 
accordingly pay the stamp duties charged 
against conveyances. This important fact 
to real estate brokers developed in connec- 
tion with the acquirement by the Atheneum 
company of the ninety-eight-year leasehold 
of the ground at 18-26: Van Buren street 
from J. H.Whittemore of Naugatuck, Conn., 
mention of which has been made. 

When the lease was filed for record yes- 
terday it bore revenue stamps to the amount 
of $78.75. Under the old revenue law leases 
were taxed $1, but this provision is wanting 
in the presem law, which taxes conveyances 
at the rate of 25 cents for every $500 above 
$2,500. At Mr. Whittemore’s suggestion his 
attorney, E. F. Gorton, referred the matter 
for construction to the Washington authori- 
ties, with the result indicated. The lease 
calls for an annual ground rental of $8,000, 
but the amount of the revenue stamp in- 
dicates a value of $160,000 in the convey- 
ance.

TO DECATUR.

Hundreds of Chicago Members Gather 
im Cars and Discuss Pians for Con- 
vention, Which Will Commence To- 
day—Many Leaders in Movement 
Present—Town Crowded, the Attend- 
ance Being Much: Larger than Was 
Anticipated by Local Committees.

Decatur, Ill., Oct. 15.—[Special.]—The first 
session of the annual meeting of the Illinois 
State Federation of Women’s Clubs was 
held today while 400 women: from Chicago 
and northern Illinois were on the official 
train. 

The program promises that the opening 
session will be held tomorrow morning at 
the First Presbyterian Church, but if talk 
has anything to do with the federation it 
opened its deliberations during the five 
hours’ ride to Decatur. 

“I have talked until my throat is hoarse,” 
#@aid one woman just before Decatur was 
reached. There was hardly a topic that will 
be considered during the next three days 
that was not discussed by the women, whe 
moved back and forth among the five coach- 
@s occupied by them. .They gathered in 
Small groups and tried their voices against 
the rumble of thé train. 

The Committee on Credentials established 
an office in the smoking compartment of one 
of the coaches and is@ued badges. Decatur 
women were almost dismayed when the long 
train pulled in and the delegates began to 
pour out of thle cars. They had not expected 
#0 large a crowd. 

Over 400 women came from Chicago and 
vicinity, and the train grew in length as it 
approached the destination. ‘‘ There seems 
to be more interest in the State federation 
than ever before,” said Mrs. Stanwood, 
President. 


Decatur in Possession of Women. 


' Decatur is now in the possession of the 
women. The official badge is an orange rib- 
ben and it predominates everywhere. The 
women are of extremely diverse opinion as 
to what the color of an orange is and the 
ribbons range all the way from a delicate 
lemon. color to a yellowish ted, but they al 
mean “club women.” The hotels, churches, 
street cars, and many private residences are 
in the hands of the women. 

On the train which came from Chicago 
were many of the women who have made 
Chicago famous as a home of clubs. The 
presence of Mrs. Stanwood and other State 
officers gave the train the designation of the 
“official train." Mrs. Stanwood always 
prides herself on being less of a club or 
seciety woman than she is a domestic woman. 
The practical turn of her mind was exhibited 
when she unbarred one of the vestibules of 
the train and admitted a man who had only 
succeeded in catching the train by swinging 
on to one of the platforms. 

“A little thing like that ought not to puz- 
gle a teacher of applied physics,’’ said Mrs. 
Stanwood while the other women looked on 
completely mystified by the bolts and- bars. 

-Then there was Mrs. Corinne Brown, an 

vowed Socialist, whose presence promised 
‘to m a stir if the federation is too con- 
servative in its deliberations. Mrs. Robert 
Hall Wiles, State Regent of the Daughters 
of the American Revolution, and always 
prominent in the State politics of women's 
clubs, was on the train. Chicago clubs were 
represented by some of the elder members, 
Mrs. Lucy Hall Fake, Mrs. Julia Brace Shat- 
tuck, and others. 


Wants Teachers Pensioned. 


Mrs. George Watkins, the legislative spirit 
' of the federation, came prepared to take an 
active part in some of the most important 
Geliberations that are to be held by the 
federation. Mrs. Watkins has proposed and 
carried several motions in the State federa- 
tion which have resulted ,Jater in legisiative 
enactments by the Illinois General Assem- 
‘bly. 
SE She will present a plan for the pensioning 
——-of Chicago teachers at this meeting of the 
federation, and, if successful in securing the 
cotperation of the women, will endeavcr 
to push it at the next session of the Legis- 
lature. She has a matter, too, which cof- 
cerns the workings of the federation and the 
politics .of elections. She will propose offi- 
cial nomination of two tickets when an 
election is to be held and that Nominating 
committees be named but two days previous 
to the election. This she hopes may do away 
with “laying of wires.’’ 

Mrs. &. C. Stanton and Mrs. Laura D. Pel- 
ham, the Presidents of Social Settlement 
clubs at Northwestern and Hull House, rep- 
resented that branch of club work. Mrs.

$30,000 Loaned by Mother. 


_ A newly discovered will disposing of the 
estate of Mrs. Laura C. F. Kimball was filed 
in the Probate Court yesterday. If this will 
is ‘found valid it will terminate thesult of 
the American Female Guardian society of 
New York, residuary legatee under the for- 
mer will, against Charlies F. Kimball, son 
of the testatrix, for an accounting of his 
mother's estate. 

The new will makes Mr. Kimball sole 
legatee and is a curiosity. It was written 
in pale ink on the back of a white envelope 
and was undated. It is as follows: | ; 

“On account of the perplexities of life, of 
one being asked for money so often, that 
all my friends fear I will not have any left, 
so I have concluded it was best to part with 
it, as I would sosave allannoyances. Hence, 
I give to my son all of my mortgages, real 

and personal estate, and all notes.” ~ 
The will was witnessed by C. A. Linn and 
Flora B. Linn of Geneva, O., where Mrs. 
Kimball died on Oct.-11, 1900. They appeared 
in court and testified before Judge Cutting ° 
that on.Feb. 20, 1897, she came to their house, 
asked for pen and ink, and then, taking the 
envelope from her pocket, wrote and signed 
the note, which is offered as a will. 

The will first offered, several months ago, 
was dated July 25, 1888, and in it the follow- 
Ing bequests were made: Charles F. Kim- | 
ball, $25,000; Musa Cowan, granddaughter, 
Parsons, Kas., $10,000, the American Female 
Guardian society of New York, residuary 
legatee. The petition filed with the will at 
that tinve estimated the ¢@state at $30,000, 
leaving no residue. | 

An inventory of the estate included “‘ An 
open account with Charles W. Kimbal) for 
money loaned, $30,000.,’’ | 

The New York society filed a bill in chan- 
cery asking for an accounting of this $30,000 
open account. It is believed that now the 
vahdity of the envelope note, as intended for 
a final will, will be contested. Mr. Kimball 
is a loan broker in La Salle street. _
